ABC urges that certain evidance tatablitbM Mosth 
Anar loan' a liability. First, It points to tbs fast that on 
September 24, 1964, Jack Sohang. a Vice President in charge of 
ealea for worth American, advised the President of ABC by letter 
that north A me r loan had placed an "order - with ABC for partial 
sponsorship of the programs. (Plfs Bx. J). *BC interpret# this 
letter as evidence that north American considered itself 
contractually bound to ABC. Second, ABC points to s letter sent 
by Russell's counsel to ABC on October 11, IMS, following north 
American‘e decision to switch advertising ageneles, stating that 
"notwithstanding any Information or directions received by you 
from north American van Lines, Inc. this contract is 


all concamad parties until ita axpiration." Prom this ABC seeks 
to in far an Intention on the pert of Worth Amsrlcan to bo bound 
by the contract between Russell and ABC. Tnird, ABC argues that 
Worth American's decision to write the checks jointly to Russell 

and abc after Worth America^ learned of Russell's default indicate* 
that Worth American was bound. 
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Ths evidence thus railed upon by ABC* avail if anrefated. 
la hardly dispoaitive. whan wa further taka Into consideration 
contrary evidence presented by worth Aaarloan, suaamry judgment In 
favor of ABC would be unthinkable, if anything, the record before 
ua indicates that the parties looked solely to Bussell for payment. 

With reference to Sohang's letter of lap I setter 24, 

1964, 8chang has submitted his affidavit stating that the letter 
merely confirmed that Russell had in fact plaaed the nTdei with 
ABC and that it was not intended to alter the terms of the Buooell- 
ABC contract, to guarantee that contract, to alter industry 
custom and practice, or to authorise Bussell to fine Worth 
American (schang Aff. f*8, 9). Bor do we view Berth American'a 
action in making checks payable jointly to Russell and ABC for the 
period from Octo b e r to December 1965 ss an assumption by Worth 
American of Russell's obligations under its contract with ABC. 

The purpose of making the checks payable jointly was merely to 
insure against further defalcations on the part of Bussell rather 
than to accept responsibility for its breaches of its ocmtract 
with plaintiff. 

There is an abundance of other evidence suppo r ting Worth 
American's contention. First of all the terms of the Bnasell-ABC 
contract suggest that ABC considered only Bussell bound. The 
contract wae signed only by Russell and ABC# with no indication 







that Berth taaricu was to sign. Zt axpreaaly stated that It was 


an “AOJtRXKEMT mads bstveen AMrlean Broadcasting Company ... and 
tha above na ad advertising agency (Russell] ... to broadcast 
announcements in ABC programs on behalf of the above nam e d 
advertiser (North American) ...." the be en B oa st shsrgaa were 
"payable by Agenoy (If) .

ABC ag r eed to pay the 
agency 19% of gross billing, lass various dhanyos. (ff) • ASC 
retained the right to reschedule commercials upon the agenoy*e 
approval. if the agency refused to approve, tha chargee were 
cancelled. ('j2~d). Cm the other bend. ABC would not be deemed 
to breach the contract by reason of failure to broadcast because 
of a number of specified reasons, and in such a cose tbs agency 
had no causa of action for non-gperf ormanoe. (ft) . 

Tha advertiser wee mentioned only three times in the 
contract. ABC agraed to indemnify both tha agsnoy and the 
advertiser against liability for olaims arising from the preparetic 
and presentation of tha material on the show to be sponsored. (17) 
Two per* graph a added to the ntnndard form oontract as tabllshed the 



uluit of the sponsors to ba sahedulad Mon and after tba 
prograa oo-sponsored by Worth Aaarioan (ill) and tha length of 
time of tha advertisements to be broadcasted. (112) . 

Tha custom in tha advertising lnduatry alao indicates 
that ABC in tan dad to look only to Kuaaall for payment. Zn an 
affidavit submitted on bahalf of North Aaarioan, Jar any fpregue, 
Vico president and Dirac tor of Madia for a national Ida advertising 
agency, atataa (f 3) i 

"Tha general custom, practice and usage in tha 
breadcasting and advertising induatrlaa with 
raapact to oontraotual arrangements fox radio 
advertising i», and aa far ix I ui aware, has 
always been that in the ebuanoa of an understand¬ 
ing to tha contrary, any con trad executed by and 
between a 'recognised* advertising agency and a 
broadcaster la solely the legal obligation of tha 
agency and not of tha advortlser whose products 
are to bo advertised. A 'recognized' advertising 
agenoy is one as to whose credit the broadcaster 
la satisfied. Zn entering Into such contracts, 
the broadcaster cus tocos rily relies solely on the 
credit of the agency with re spaa t thereto. Zn 
those situations where the broadaaater requires 
the credit of the advertiser in addition to or in 
lieu of the credit of the advertising agency, the 
broadcaster usually requires either the signature 
of the advertiser to the contract between the 
agency and the broadaaater or the language of the 
contract itself expressly iapoass an obligation 
upon the advertiser to pay for the broadcast charges 
directly to the broadaaater, either in the firat 
instance or in the event the agency fails to pay for 
such aharges.

Intatll was considered a "recojnlrad* agency. North Anarloan 
assarts that in reliance upon Industry custom It had no intention 
of bacojning a party to the Russel1-ABC contract (Bchang Aff. 

!U, 4). 

In contrast to the foregoing arrange—at with A«C, North 
American's advertising relationehip with NBC perhaps ilInstrates 
best ths type of contract used whan a network does not look only 
to the agency for performance. The NBC oontract, which covered 
approximately the same time period ae the oontraot in this —, 
vaa also negotiated by Russell. NBC, however, apparently 
distrusted Russell's credit and required North American to sign 
the contract in order to guarantee payment by Bussell. When 
Bussell became insolvent, nbc relied on North American's aignatnra 
to demand performance from it. (Schang Aff. Ill). ABC's Csllure 
to —ke North American sign the contract strongly suggests that 
ABC looked only to the ortniit of the agency. 

The course of conduct between the parties also suggaete 
that ABC did not intend to hold North American liable upon bar each 
by Russell. After preliminary discussions b e tw een North American 
and Rubsell concerning radio advertising, the initial eoamninica* 
tions and all negotiations pertaining to the contraat were between 
abc and Russell. (Go-werts Aff. 120). Before signing the contractu 
ABC investigated Ruesell'a credit rating and obtained a Dun A 
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Iradatmt report. (Oswartr Aff. \tO) . * aopy * tka mamumot 

signed only by Russell and ABC, was never sent ts north Uafisu. 
(Schaog Aff. 110). north a ms r lean navar saw eta aontnet ^ 11 


It raqitasttd a copy from ABC on or about Ootobar U, 1M9« mttmx 
laarnad that Bussell was defaulting la paynaat of the afearyos. 
(iJjid) . ABC sent *11 charges to Bussell in its naan and 
its default the agency paid all of then. (Rogglnger Aff. f2). BB 
copies ol the bills were sent to {forth American. ( Ibid) . Sueeell 
charged Morth American for programs ana month before the program 
was to bs broadcasted (Roggingox Aff. f3), whereas ABC MDff 
«*tar the program had bean broadcasted. 
abc naithar notifiad north American of any default nor 
demanded payment from north African after Russell falsely 
in formed ABC that payment for the months of July and August had 
not been mads because north Anerloan had defaulted la providing 
Russell with the payment to be made to ABC. Bor did ABC aentlen 
any default in a meeting with Borth American held la August at • V 
time When Russell was first failing to pay the chargee.

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U. S. Media International Corporation. ( ,! U. 3. 
filed its original petition in procae^irgs r o/ 

,m arrangement under Chapter XI of'the Bankruptcy Act 
on October 15, 1971. Thereafter, there came on to he 
heord before the undersigned Referee in Bankruptcy a 
petition for an orde^ enjoining certain respondents, 
including Columbia Broadcasting System, Inc. ("CBS") 
from commencing or continuing any actions oi' proceedings 
or taking any other action interfering with certain debt- 
obligations, i. e., accounts receivable, arising front the 
furnishing by U. S. Media to advertisers and advertising 
agencies of advertising time or space, which time or 
space had been furnished by CBS and other radio and tele¬ 
vision stations and media firms. 

CBS contested the jurisdiction of the Court, 
raised issuesof fact including the ovmership by U. S. 
Media of the account? receivable, and demanded that the 
petition be denied. After an evidentiary hearing, the 
parties submitted their proposed findings of fact, con¬ 
clusions of law and their post-trial memoranda.

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Prior to the conclusion of the trial of the 
controversy between U. S. Media and CBS, there had been 
tried a similar controversy between U. S. Media and 
Westinghouse Broadcasting Company, Inc. and its affiliate 
Television Advertising Representatives, Inc. {"Westinghouse") 
Portions of the record made in the trial of the controversy 
between U. S. Media and Westinghouse were incorporated in 
the record of the proceedings between U. S. Media and 
CBS. A memorandum decision in the Westinghouse controversy 
is being filed simultaneously with this memorandum deci¬ 
sion. A copy thereof is appended hereto and incorporated 
herein by reference, mutati s mutandis , because of its 
applicability to the CBS controversy. 

As stated in the Westinghouse memorandum decision, 
the findings and conclusions proposed by the debtor and 
Sherwood Diversified Services, Inc. and Sherwood 
Communications Corporation are truly ipodels of excellence 
and are essentially consistent with the record and the 
applicable law. They are adopted, in the interest of 
expedition. 

In addition to the germane portions of the 
Westinghouse decision incorporated herein by reference.

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It Appears useful to discuss the following. In its 
nvrr>rni:dum CBS urges "... that this Court should 
afford CBS every opportunity for a full development of 
its claims against its advertisers on the merits in a 
plenary action." Memorandum, page 3. The evidentiary 
hearing which was held on the debtor's application for 
a restraining order was without any substantial limita¬ 
tion, and the parties were permitted to offer any evidence 
which they contended was material and relevant. 

In its proposed conclusions of law, CBS urges 
that "4. The law is well established that a Bankruptcy 
Court does not have summary jurisdiction over a turnover 
proceeding to recover an alleged indebtedness due from a 
third party to the bankrupt estate, or over property 
rights claimed by an adverse party who is in possession 
and makes timely objections to the summary jurisdiction 
•••• U.S. Media and Sherwood do not urge that this 
Court does have summary jurisdiction to. recover these 
account debts. As the joint memorandum of the debtor and 
Sherwood demonstrates, this Court unquestionably does 
have jurisdiction to determine the title to account debts 
recorded on the books of the debtor in the due course of

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business as of the time of the filing of the petition 
in proceedings for an arrangement, even though the Court 
of Bankruptcy may not enforce the obligation to pay 
whomsoever, in a summary proceeding, solely because of 
the happenstance of bankruptcy. Kel ley v . Gill,* 

245 U. S. 116, 38 S. Ct. 38, 62 L. Ed. 185. 

The findings of fact and conclusions of law 
proposed by U. S. Media and Sherwood are fully supported 
by the record and the applicable law and they are adopted 
in essence. It would be a futile gesture to under¬ 
take to demonstrate in this memorandum decision that 
CBS's proposed ultimate findings of fact are not supported 
by the record. It suffices to point as an example to 
proposed finding 13, wherein CBS contends that "[t]here 
was a direct correlation between whether U. S. Media 
paid CBS and whether it had been paid by the advertiser 
* * * •" In su PPort of this finding, CBS points to the 
testimony of Norman C. King who could name no instance 
where U. S. Media paid CBS for advertisements placed on 
behalf of an advertiser who went out of business or ran 
out of money without first paying the debtor. Uhen he 
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ct)cr i c d on this subject on September 20, 1972, 
Kind's ultimate testimony was as follows: 

"Q Did you pay CBS for any advertiser 
who went out of business or ran out of money. 


A I cannot answer that question 
without referring to my records." 

The orderly administration of this estate 
requires that CBS be enjoined from instituting and con¬ 
tinuing any action against the advertisers or otherwise 
interfering with the collection of the account debts 
which were the subject matter of this controversy.

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U. S. Media-International <-orporation ("U. S. 
Media") filed its original petition in proceedings for 
an arranger'ent under Chapter XI of the Bankruptcy <\ct 
on October 15, 1971. In due course there catne cu f-o Le 
heard before the undersigned Referee in Bankruptcy the 
debtor's petition for an order enjoining certain respond¬ 
ents, including Westinghouse Broadcasting Company, Inc. 
and its affiliate Television Advertising Representatives, 
Inc. ("Westinghouse") from commencing or continuing 
actions interfering with U. S. Media's collection of its 
accounts receivable. Westinghouse appeared spec ially; 
contested the jurisdiction of the Court, raised issues 
of fact including the ownership by U. S. Media of the 
accounts receivable and demanded that the petition be 
denied. The matter came on for an evidentiary hearing 
at which the issues were fully explored, extensive testi¬ 
mony was received and numerous exhibits were received in 
evidence. The parties then submitted their proposed 
findings of fact, conclusions of law and their post- 
trial memoranda. 
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Fully mindful of the mandate of the Supreme 
Court of thethited States that a trial court shall not 
blindly or mechanically adopt the prevailing parties' 
proposed findings of fact and conclusions of law ( United 
States v. El Paso Natural Gas Company (1964) 376 U.S. 651, 
656-57)^ after reviewing all of the evidence adduced and 
studying the parties' memoranda, I find that the findings 
and conclusions proposed by the debtor and Sherwood 
Diversified Services, Inc, and Sherwood Communications 
Corporation are very models of excellence, and are 
entirely consistent with the record and the applicable 
law so that in the interest of expedition they are 
adopted. 

Nevertheless, it would be useful in this memo¬ 
randum to discuss some of the contentions and legal 
principles which govern. 

The joint post-hearing memorandum of V. S. 

Media and the Sherwood respondents adequately demonstrates 
that the Bankruptcy Court has exclusive jurisdiction over 
all of the debtor's "property" which was in its actual or 
constructive possession at the time of the filing of the 
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< 


petition in proceedings for an arrangement. bestir. se 
. urges, however, inter alia , that whatever this Court 
Jurisdiction may be over the property of the debtor, 
this Court may not restrain Westinghouse from pursuing 
Weslinghouse's alleged causes of action against third 
parties, the advertisers, if there may be joint 1 labjlitv 
of U. S. Media and the advertisers to Westinghou’se. It 
suffices to note that the entire record presented does 
not support any basis upon which a joint liability might 
be found to exist. To the contrary, the record shows 
that in the totality of the relationships tetvjecn the 
advertiser, U. S. Media and Westinghouse, Westinghouse 
looked to the debtor exclusively for payment. The 
requirement that this Court determine the issue whether 
it has jurisdiction of the "property", i.e., the accounts 
receivable carried on the books of U. S. Media, is merely 
-- ausa . accidens of the adjudication in these proceedings 
of the rights of Westinghouse vis-a-vis the advertisers. 

Special emphasis is given to the unique nature 
of the operation of U. S. Media as an "independent" 
media buying service. Although its function did in many 
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r- 

•• 

Vi»»« jrvnMc the activities of a conventional adver- 
•f.irp fluency, it occupied a unique position in the 
i»‘u*rry as outlined by Norman King at an early stage 
tr ihe taking of testimony. The unconventional manner 
in which U. S. Media operated, it was shown, precipitated 
Its insolvency. In substance, the debtor had undertaken 
to purchase time in "carload lots," sell the same through 
the conventional advertising agencies (the latter re- 
, ceiving their normal commission of fifteen percent) 

i ’ 

giving bonuses to the advertiser by wa ; of additional 
• "spots" and, nevertheless, turning a profit for U. S. 
Media. The record indicates that the debtor reasonably 
expected it could succeed in this undertaking by utilizing 
its great volume of purchasing to enable it to buy time 
at a substantial discount over what the conventional 
advertising agency would pay for that time. In the 
example given by Mr. King, if U. S. Media contracted 
with a conventional agency to obtain for the agency's 
client time of the value of $1,000, the debtor's unique 
position enabled the aebtor to furnish this at a cost 
to the debtor of only $800. 
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U. S. Media and Sherwood have demonstrated 


in these proceedings that at the time of the filing ot 
the petition for an arrangement, the advertisers were 
indebted to U. S. Media and not to k’estinghouse. The 
choses in action representing the advertiser's indebted¬ 
ness to the debtor were in the constructive possession 
of this court of bankruptcy from the date of the filing 
of the petition and were, and are, assets of this estate 
The orderly administration of this estate requires that 
Westinghouse be enjoined from instituting and continuing 
any action against the advertisers or otherwise inter¬ 
fering with the collection of these account debts.

wood Diversified Services, Inc. and Sherwood Conununications

Corp. (jointly referred to herein as "Sherwood"), and all other 
claimants asserting rights to moneys (the "accounts receivable") 
owing by certain advertisers and advertising agencies by reason 
of the sale to such advertisers or advertising agencies of ad¬ 


vertising time or space purchased by USM from CBS and other 
media claimants (CBS and said other claimants being hereinafter 
sometimes referred to collectively as the "media claimants" and 
such advertisers and advertising agencies being hereinafter 
referred to collectively as the "account debtors"), and enjoining 
and restraining the officers, agents, servants, employees of, 
and all persons in active concert or participation with, the 
aforesaid respondents and claimants or any of them to whom 
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notice of such injunction shall come, from: 

1. Commencing or continuing any actions or proceed¬ 
ings, making any demands or taking any other steps to attempt 
to collect for themselves the accounts receivable from the ac¬ 
count debtors other than by application brought before this 
Court upon notice to the debtor in possession, Sherwood, the 
Continental Bank and Trust Company of Norristown, Pennsylvania 
(being hereinafter referred to as "Continental"), and all other 
persons or firms claiming a security interest in the accounts 
receivable; and 

2. Interfering in any other way with the property of 
the debtor and the exclusive jurisdiction of this Court over 
such property, including, without limitation, the interest of 

I 

the debtor in the accounts receivable or interfering with the 
exclusive jurisdiction of this Court to determine any claims 
with respect to said accounts receivable inc^wding, without 
limitation, the security interests which Continental and Sher¬ 
wood claim therein; 

and on February 3, 1972, the Court having entered an order "that 
pending the determination of this petition that the said respon¬ 
dents and all other media claimants to whom notice of this order 
shall come, be and they are hereby stayed and restrained from 
commencing or continuing any actions or proceedings, making any 
demands, taking any other seeps or attempts to collect for them¬ 
selves the accounts from the account debtors or interfering in 
any way with the exclusive jurisdiction of this Court to dot-er¬ 
mine any claims with respect thereto", and the CBS Respondent 
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having appeared specially to contest the jurisdiction of this 
Court and having moved to vacate the temporary restraining order 
of this Court dated February 3, 1973, by motion dated May 1, 
1172, and Sherwood having answered the debtor's petition of 
February 2, 1972, supporting the same while preserving its 
rights to assert its security interests in this Court, and the 
debtor and Sherwood having answered the CBS motion to vacate, 
and after hearing Levin & Weintraub, Esqs., Elias Mann, of 
counsel, attorneys for the debtor and debtor in possession, 
and Wachtell, Lipton, Rosen & Katz, Esqs., Leonard M. Rosen 
and Bernard Mindich, of counsel, attorneys for Sherwood, all 
in support of the restraining order and in opposition to the 
objections of CBS, and Cravath, Swaine & Moore, Esqs., Harold 
Medina, Jr., of counsel, attorneys for the CBS Respondent in 
opposition to the debtor's petition, and the undersigned hc.vi- 
heard and considered the proofs submitted in support of and in 
opposition to the said petition on September 20 and December 6, 
1972, 


NOW, upon reading and filing the order to show cause 
dated February 3, 1972, the petition of the debtor in posses¬ 
sion dated February 2, 1972, and the answer of Sherwood, all 
submitted in support of the petition for a restraining order, 
and upon reading and filing the special appearance, and motion 
to vacate dated May 1, 1972, of the CBS Respondent in opposi¬ 
tion to the debtor's petition for a restraining order, and upon 
the record taken before me, and the Court having heard testimony 
with respect to the said petition and the jurisdictional objec¬ 
tions raised by the CBS Respondent, hereby makes the following 
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findings of fact, conclusions of law and order: 


FINDINGS OF FACT 

1. The debtor, U. S. Media-International Corporation 
("USM"), filed a petition herein under Chapter XI of the 
Bankruptcy Act on October 15, 1971. 


2. At the time it filed its petition and at all 
times relevant herein, USM was "an independent media buying 
service" (5/2, p. 6; 5/3, p. 42; 9/20, p. 7)* and, as such, used 
special media purchasing expertise to purchase advertising time 
and space from various advertising media outlets (primarily radio 
and television stations) throughout the United States for the 
ultimate use of requesting advertising agencies or advertisers 
with whom USM dealt (5/2, p. 14; 5/3, pp. 40-42; 9/20, pp. 7-10, 


*A11 references herein to "5/2", "5/3" etc., with page 
numbers following, relate to one of the following transcripts 
of evidentiary hearings or depositions upon which the present 
parties have relied in part or whole in connection with this 
motion:

purchased advertising time included those owned, operated or 
represented by Columbia Broadcasting System, Inc. (the "CBS 
Respondent" or "CBS"). 

3. USM's obligations arising from its aforesaid 
purchases from the media, including the CBS Respondent, were 
reflected on USM's books and records as "accounts payable" and 
have been so listed in the schedules to USM's Chapter XI peti¬ 
tion herein. At the same time, the obligations of the various 
agencies and advertisers with whom USM dealt, arising from USM's 
service, including the supply of the aforesaid advertising time 
to them by USM, were reflected by USM on its books and records 

as "accounts receivable" and have been so listed in the schedules 
to USM's Chapter XI petition (9/20, pp. 37-38, 41, 82-85; 5/2, 
pp. 57-60; C. Exs.* 8, 9, 10). 

4. On February 2, 1972, after learning of the insti¬ 
tution and threatened institution of certain litigations by 
various media claimants and other respondents, including CBS 
and Sherwood Diversified Services, Inc. and Sherwood Communica¬ 
tions Corporation (secured creditors of USM) (jointly referred to 
herein as "Sherwood"), with respect to USM's accounts receivable. 


* All references herein to "C. Ex." relate to the Exhibits 
submitted by the parties at the evidentiary hearings herein on 
September 20 and December 6, 1972. References to "C. Dep. Ex." 
relate to Exhibits used by the parties on depositions of CBS 
personnel. References to "W. Ex." relate to Exhibits submitted 
in connection with prior objections by Westinghouse Broadcasting 
Company, Inc. Numbered Exhibits (e.g., "Ex. 2") were submitted 
as Debtor's Exhibits; Lettered Exhibits (e.g., "Ex. B") were 
submitted as CBS's or Westinghouse's Exhibits. 
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USM petitioned this Court for an order to enjoin and restrain 
said persons from commencing or continuing any actions or pro¬ 
ceedings or from taking any other action to effect collection of • 
or interference witli USM's accounts receivable which arose from 
the services rendered by USM to advertisers and/or agencies.

5. The CBS Respondent has made a special appearance 

I 

herein opposing the debtor's petition and challenging the Court's | 
jurisdiction to restrain it from effecting collection of the 
amounts listed by USM as its accounts receivable. The CBS Res¬ 
pondent contends that these accounts were not the property of 
or in the possession of USM because USM was allegedly acting | 

merely as an agent for the advertisers for whose products USM 

i 

purchased advertising t ine. CBS c-laims that said advertisers 
ware "disclosed principals" and thus supposedly liable directly 

I 

to CBS and not to USM. 

< 

I 

6. Respondent Sherwood has heretofore answered USM's 
petition and, while preserving its right to ultimately assert 
certain security interests in the accounts receivable, has 
supported the debtor's petition and consented to the injunctive 
relief sought. 

i 

7. Tt is the joint position of USM and Sherwood that 
this Court has exclusive jurisdiction to determine all claims 

I 

of the CBS Respondent with respect to the debts underlying the 
accounts receivable involved herein and, accordingly, also has 
the jurisdiction to grant the injunctive relief prayed for by 
USM. This nn.a Hon is based on the fact that said debt obliga¬ 
tions are t ho property of USM and were within i • : leg.il 
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possession at the time of the filing of the Chapter XI petition 
herein. With respect to CBS's jurisdictional objection based on 
the alleged existence of a principal-agent relationship between 
USM and the various advertisers who were the ultimate users of 
the advertising time purchased by USM, it is the joint position 
of USM and Sherwood that said objection is factually and legally 
untenable in that USM was in fact an independent contractor, not 
an agent, and that, even assuming, arguendo , that it was an agent, 
there can be no direct liability by its alleged principals to the 
CBS Respondent because said Respondent at all relevant times 
dealt only with USM and relied exclusively on USM's credit. 

8. In view of the jurisdictional issues raised here¬ 
in, this Court set the matter down for an evidentiary hearing, 
which in fact proceeded on September 20 and December 6, 1972.* 

THE BUSINESS PROCEDURES OF USM 
ESTABLISH THAT IT WAS AN INDEPENDENT 
CONTRACTOR — NOT AN AGENT — AND 
THAT IT HAD FULL CONTROL AND DOMINION 
OVER THE ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE IN 
QUESTION _ 

9. USM took the initiative in establishing contact 
with its clientele, who were, with only rare exceptions, adver¬ 
tising agencies ("agencies") rather than the advertisers them¬ 
selves (5/2, pp. 9-11, 47; 9/20, pp. 6-8). As described by its 
president, USM's consistent practice was to stress that it 
would sell its special expertise in the purchase of advertising 
time and space: 

* As noted in the preceding footnote herein, the parties have 
incorporated herein certain portions of simila^ prior hearings 
relating to jurisdictional objections raised by Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Company. t

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I would send a letter; I would make a 
phono call; I’d be introduced to somebody 
at a party. I would just generally circu¬ 
late, as one sells any product; he tries 
to find buyers, people who are interested 
in the product you sell. The product I 

sold was my company's expertise in the • • 

buying of media time. (5/2, pp. 9-10). ! 

I 

In particular, USM stressed that its highly specialized personnel ! 
were able to read the market place better and negotiate better 
rates from the media than those generally offered to the full- 
service agency and could thus purchase more time than the agency 
would be able to buy for the same amount of money (5/2, pp. 9-12; 
5/3, pp. 22-23, 39-40; 9/20, pp. 7-11, 64-65). 

We would interest them (the agencies] in 
the fact that our service, our independent 
media-buying service, was in a position, because 
of our unique expertise and professionalism 
and experience, to do a better job in securing ^ 

the media for their clients [the advertisers], 
getting more media for their clients for the same 
money, or the same media for their clients for 
less money, still making a profit for our 
service and seeing that the agency always receiv¬ 
ed its normal fifteen per cent commission. 

(9/20, p. 7). 


[USM] maintained that all radio and 
television stations [rates] are merely 
the beginning of an economic dialogue 
. . . . so instead of just accepting what 
is printed, that they would sell a minute 
of time fw. - so many dollars, we would put 
that under pressure and attack, to see if 
they would sell that minute of time for 
so many less dollars than they would pub¬ 
lish . 

And that was more often than not the 
case -- that they did (5/2, p. 12).

10. In dealing almost exclusively with agencies and j 

i 

in representing itself as an independent supplier of media ex¬ 
pertise, USM was typical of other media buying services (5/3, 

PP. 40-42). Moreover, USM was also typical of other media buying j 
services in that it had acquired uncommitted broadcast time in 
exchange for cash, merchandise or services, which was carried on 

» 

its books as "media inventory" (5/3, pp. 3-4, 8-13; 9/20, p. 46; j 
C. Exs. 8, 9). While the actual size of this inventory was small,- 
it was common knowledge in the advertising industry that inr'■ , ">an— ' 

I 

dent media buying services used the existence of their invw.. .or * 
or unassigned "blocks" of time to persuade prospective client - . 

! 

that they could get better deals with stations than those offered ' 

t 

to traditional agencies (5/3, p. 40) . !•

11. When an agency or advertiser indicated that it , 

would use USM's services, USM would obtain its oral or written 
commitment to purchase tine to be used for the advertiser's t 

promotional announcements. While these commitments generallv i 

indicated the amount of money that the client would pay to USM ' 

i 

for the purchase of advertising time and indicated the general 
goals sought to be achieved by the advertiser (5/2, pp. 13-15, 
102-103, 106-107; 9/20, pp. 7-11, 64-65, 121-122) there was no * 

evidence that any agency or advertiser authorized USM to contract 
directly in the name of such agency or advertiser or to make an 
agency or advertiser liable to the media. Actually, the 
record evidence is exactly to the contrary. Thus, USM's key • 
personnel repeatedly testified herein that their understandjno 
war. t hat only USM was to be liable for payment to CBS and 
that no advertiser (or agency) had ever authorized USM to 
contract on their behalf that they would be directly liable t -» 
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the media in connection with purchases made by USM (9/20, pp. 35- j 

36, 64-66, 12/6, pp. 159-161, 180, 183-184). At the same time, I 

i 

the record shows that CHS offered no evidence showing any grant 
of authority to USM and in fact conceded over and over again that ^ 
it never sought any confirmation of USM's alleged authority to 
act and never requested or received from USM or any advertiser 

I 

any acknowledgment or commitment that the advertiser — as opposed 
to USM alone — would be liable to the media (7/31, pp. 29-30, 36,j 
64-66, 63-69, 84-87, 101; 8/4, pp. 110-112, 161-162; 9/12 j 

. t 

(Jankow'ski) , pp. 212-213) . One CBS witness testified as follows: * 

Q. Mr. Schrager, are you aware of any overt 
or affirmative act by any advertiser which 
would lead to the assumption that the 
advertiser had agreed to pay the charges 
invoiced to U. S. Media? 

A. No, I am not aware of any. 

(8/4, pp. 161-162.)* 

12. Once USM received a purchase commitment from an 
agency or advertiser — and sometimes even before (5/2, p. 107) 

— USM would use its "knowledge and professionalism and expertise 
in order to determine how to best spend that budget in order to 
get the optimum result for the advertiser" (5/2, p. 14). 

Although USM requested its clientele to indicate their general 
preferences as to particular types of broadcast time to be pur- 
chascd, USM by virtue of its expertise was obviously expected to 
and did exorcise full control over the manner in which the 


*The fact is that it was clear at all times that USM in 
purchasing time from the media, including CBS, did so exclusively 
in ils own :uiiio and on it s own credit and without any expectation 
on CHS's part that payment for the purchases would be received 
from any one other than USM. (See Findings of Fact 30-31, 
infra.) 
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goal was to be achieved. 


Well, they gave us really an outline. 

We used our own initiative, our own intel- 
igence, our own knowledge, our own experience 

to 1 ln that outline and also extend that 
outline. 


Yes, they would give us a budget, 
what they would like to achieve, like, 
how many people they 'wanted to reach and 
the kind of people they wanted to reach, and 
then it was up to us to go out in the market 
place and acnieve those goals. (9/20, p. 9) 


A USM media director added the following: 


Q. Dichi t you in fact have great leeway 
in using your expertise in buying time 
and placing it in particular stations 
as opposed to other stations? 

A. That’s why they would come to us, for 
the expertise.

There are many agencies that 
. would cone to us and just say "Here 
is the budget for product X," and 
that’s it, and leave it up to us. We 
would designate what markets, what 
budget by market, and we would go out 
and buy the spots that — there was no 
direction from them as to — other than 
the fact that they wanted to be in the 
market of Albany and Pittsburgh, and 
that would be it. 

* * * 

They would leave it up to us. 

(12/6, pp. 179-180.) 


13. USM’s media personnel were directly and regular!" 
solicited for the placement of advertising by media salesmen, 
including those of CBS (5/2, p. 15; 7/31, pp. 93-94; 9/20, p. 15), 
USM and the media salesmen, without the participation of any 
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advertiser or agency (7/31, PP . 80-82), would enter into an oral 
greem nt as to rates and schedules, which agreement would be 
memorialized separately by USM in a detailed "buy-sheet" and by 
the media in a "confirmation" (5/2, pp. 109-112; 7/31, pp. 40-42 
9/20, pp. 88-94; 12/6, pp. 161-164, 169; C. Exs. 2-6; C. Ex. E) . 

USM s buy sheet would normally be prepared by USM 
basi_e solely on its oral communications with CBS (12/6, pp. 161, 
176-177). Significantly, this buy-sheet did not set forth the 
prices agreed to between CBS and USM but rather indicated only 
the price that the advertiser or agency had committed to pay to 
USM (9/20, pp. 91-94; 12/6, pp. 174-179), which v/as different 
from that which USM had agreed to pay to CBS ( e.g. , 9/20, p. '3- 
44). On occasion, USM had agreed to pay more to CBS than 
advertiser or agency had committed to pay to USM and USM 

/*> ‘ 

accordingly suffer losses. (See Finding of Fact 19, infra.) 

15. CBS's confirmation would in the first.instance 
normally be merely a letter summarizing the scheduling and pric¬ 
ing terms which had been negotiated between USM and CBS (C. E::. 

A; 7/31, pp. 41-42; 8/4, p. 132). Subsequently CBS would send 
another confirmation on a printed form which it called a "con¬ 
tract" (C. Exs. 2-6; 7/31, p. 42). This printed form would again 
sot forth in an added typewritten schedule on its face the a... - 
tiding time purchased by USM and the prices charged by CBS. The 
form would also contain numerous terms which had never been the 
subject of .discussion or negotiation between.CBS and USM (12/6, 
pp. 163-165, 183-184; 5/2, p. 29; 7/31, pp. 46, 64-66, 84-85; 

9/20, pp. 30-33, 35, 76-77). Frequently, the printed confirmation 
or "contract" would not arrive at USM's office until the purchase.;

18. After the purchased advertising schedule had been 
run, CBS sent USM a bill and affidavit of performance addressed 
solely to USM (7/31, pp. 77-79, C. Ex. 7). No copy was sent to 
the advertiser whose products were involved (7/31, pp. 77-79, 
80-81). The time for payment to CBS was keyed to presentation 
of the bill to USM (8/4, p. 160). USM audited the bill and affi¬ 
davit of performance by comparing them with its own buy sheets 
(5/2, p. 114, 9/20, p. 89, 93, 97). USM would then separately 
prepare and send its own invoice to the agency, or, in rare 
instances where USM dealt directly with the advertiser, to the 
advertiser, for the amount which the agency or advertiser had 
agreed to pay USM (5/2, pp. 37-40, 114; 9/20, pp. 82-87; W. Ex. 

3) which of course was different from the amount charged by 


1 *One CBS witness had originally testified that CBS would 
normally sign the CBS confirmation before sending it on to USM 
and would request USM to sign and return the same (7/31, p. 61). 
This witness later corrected his testimony and indicated that CBS 
did not sign the confirmations before sending it to USM but rather 
would await the forms return (if it were returned) before CBS 
would sign it (8/4, pp. 130-131). As indicated above, the forms 
were neither signed nor returned by USM. 

**CBS has placed great reliance on the printed terms of its 
alleged "contract" forms to substantiate its claim that USM acted 
merely as an agent and that the advertiser who was the alleged 
principal was directly liable to CBS. However, as indicated by 
the circumstances discussed in Findings 15-17 and by the further 
circumstances of their preparation and use as set forth in 
Findings 25-29, infra.) it is clear that CBS's claim is totally 
frivolous. 
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CBS to USM (9/20, pp. 43-44, 68; Finding 19, infra .). USM 
generally did not render its invoice to its client until sixty 
days after the time had been run (5/2, p. 77). When USM sent 
its invoice to its client, it also forwarded a copy of the CBS 
affidavit of performance (which was sometimes part of the CBS 
bill), but deleted any references to the amounts which CBS 
actually charged USM for the time purchased (5/2, pp. 42-46, 
9/20, pp. 43—44, 86). Since CBS never sent any of the 
confirmations or bills to anyone other than USM, and since 
USM's clients never saw an unaltv CBS invoice forwarded by 
USM, they had no way of knowing the amount that USM was being 
charged by CBS. Indeed, it was USM's policy to refrain from 
disclosing tiiis information — even when requested (5/2, pp. 
42-46, 70, 73; 9/20, op. 11, 15, 34-35, 43-44; 12/6, p. 174). 

"We would normally — I say 'normally' — never , if possible, 
allow the advertiser to know what we we“e purchasing the time 
for." (5/2, p. 43; emphasis supplied.) Similarly, USM never 

t f 

disclosed to the station how much it was charging its clients 
for the time it had purchased (5/2, pp. 73-74, 8/4, p. 185) and 
therefore CBS had no way of determining whether USM was in fact 
purchasing time within its commitments from its clients. Thus, 
in the words of USM's president, "No one knew whether I lost or 
made money," and, in many instances, USM di 4 d take a loss (5/2, 
pp. 15-16; 9/20, pp. 11-15) (see also 9/20, p. 95). 

19. USM suffered losses because its entire business 
was based solely upon its ability to negotiate an advertising 
rate that was so much lower than that offered to agencies that 
f coil.'*': pay tin* agency it:; full commission, give the advertiser 
e::tra time ; or its money, and still fulfill the general goals of 




the advertising program (5/2, pp. 12, 16-24; 9/20, pp. 7, 67-70). j 

Quite often, USM would simply promise more than it could deliver • 

for the client's commitment, and, rather than risk losing the 

client by asking for more money, would keep its promises by pay- j 

ing out of its own pocket (5/2, pp. 15-16; 9/20, pp. 11-15). It | 

is significant that advertising agencies, unlike USM, never ran 

the risk of promising too much because they generally worked on 

a straight 151 commission which came in the form of a rebate I 

I 

from the media (5/2, pp. 18-19, 24). j 

20. USM’s billing and collection efforts, on the one 
hand, and its payment obligations to CBS, on the other, were 
always treated independently. USM maintained wholly separate 
atcounts receivable and accounts payable records (C. Ex. 10; 

5/2, pp. 57-60; 9/20, pp. 37-38, 41, 82-88). At all times USM 
considered itself — and no one else — directly liable to the 
media, including CBS, for purchases of advertising time made by 
it (9/20, pp. 64-66; 12/6, pp. 160-161). There was n.ever anv 
correlation between USM's receipt of payment from specific 
advertisers or agencies and its payment to the media (5/2, pp. 

71, 118-19, 156-57, 60; 5/3, pp. 71-73). USM was continually 

» 

paying its oldest outstanding accounts payable invoices first, 
regardless of wnethor it had actually received payment with 
respect to its own invoice covering the same advertising time: 

As the moneys came in, as T collected my accounts receivable, 
it didn't make any difference who paid me; I paid the oldest 
bills first." (5/2, pp.. 156-57; also 5/2, pp. 71, 143-144, ICO; 

5/3, pp. 62-73; 9/20, pp. 46-47, 120-124).* USM did not 

*Actually, because of the importance of CBS as a naior 
network, USM treated them preferentially, obviously believing 
that CHS might cut USM oif as a customer (9/20, pp. 79-80). 






segregate its receipts in any way as to the agency or advertiser 
(5/2, pp. 31-32, 74, 156-157; 5/3, p. 73; 9/20, pp. 41-42, 44, 
46-47) nor even attempt to match up its payments to any media 
claimants with the payments which it had received from its 
clientele (5/2, pp. 71, 118-119, 157, 160; 5/3, pp. 71-73). 
Indeed, there were times when USM paid the media for broadcast 
time provided for the use of clients whose debts to USM had 
subsequently proven of doubtful collectibility without ever 
requesting any refund or credit (5/2, pp. 87, 89-90). UCM's 
president summarized USM's position in this regard as follows; 


I was like a jobber, like an independent 
jobber, and I got the time for their use and we 
were always responsible for it, because if we 
did not get it — if we got the time, and then 
the advertiser changed his mind, we had to pay 
for it. We were the ones responsible for the 
time. 

Where the advertiser went out of business 
or did not pay us because they ran out of money, 
we still paid for the time. 

* * * 

Yes, we had gone out and put our credit 
on the hook; got the time and delivered it to 
the advertiser, which means it ran on radio 
and television; sent the bills, and chen got 
the news, "I don't have the money, gentlemen" 
maybe you couldn't find the guy; but we had 
to pay the station, it was our responsibility. 

We are the ones who bought it. 

(9/20, pp. 64-66) 

21. CBS, of course, was aware at all times that pay¬ 
ments to it on the invoices it had rendered to USM arrived on 
USM checks only (C. Dep. Exs. 11, 12; 7/31, p. 7; 8/4, pp. 142- 
160; 9/12 (Ducotey), p. 4) and didn't care where the money came 
from so long as CBS was paid (7/31, pp. 71-74; 8/4, p. 126; 

9/12 (Schrager), p. 215). CBS's credit manager testified in this 
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regard: 


Q. Am I correct in assuming from your 
previous testimony that you did not 
consider it a sufficient excuse of 
non-payment by U.S. Media that in 
fact they had not been paid by an 
advertiser? 

A. True, or I was not concerned. We 
wanted our money whether they were 
paid or not , but ' ou know, where 
would U.S. Media c, the money unless 
the advertiser paid them. 

Q. Out of its own pocket, perhaps. Is 
that possible? 

A. It is possible, but — 

Q. Did you ever inquire whether in fact 
that was the situation with respect to 
some of those accounts? 

A. Not really. I wasn't that interested.

Significantly, no 
agency or advertiser ever denied its liability to USM for the 
broadcast time which USM had purchased (5/2, pp. 76-77). USM 
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' also exercised sole responsibility for effecting collection of 
these accounts, including normal "dunning" practices and sending 

letters to delinquent agencies threatening legal action unless i 

J 

payment was made (5/2, pp. 69, 72-73, 86, 92, 101-102; 9/20, •' 

pp. 97-98). These collection efforts continued until October 6, 
1971, at which time the efforts ceased only because its comptrol¬ 
ler had to cease collection work in order to prepare schedules 
for the petition filed herein (5/2, pp. 84-85). Moreover, even 
a ft er USM had assigned security interests in its accounts 

receivable to Sherwood and the Continental Bank, it exercised

exclusive responsibility in effecting their collection (5/2, 
p. 101) and indeed retained the only ledger cards listing the 


accounts receivable at the time of the filing of the petition

23. From the foregoing facts, it is apparent that USM, !

• acting as an independent contractor, maintained full dominion and j 
control over the accounts receivable by virtue of its consistent 
policy of separately recording, billing, verifying and collecting

conduct, CBS never asserted any control or dominion over those 
debts and until after USM's Chapter XI petition was filed never

asserted or expressed any right to seek payment directly from the 
account debtors.

24. Unlike USM, prior to the filing of the instant 
Chapter XI petition, CBS never asserted any claim for payment 
against USM's account debtors or even indicated thal it expected 
payment l run any one other than USM (7/31, pp. 18, 69; 9/4, p ; >. 
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147, 161j 9/12 (Ducotey), pp. 5-9). It -'as not until some time 
after USM had filed its Chapter XI petition that CBS, for the 
first time, decided to formally raise the claim of ownership 
put forth in this proceeding and it was not until then that it 
sought payment from any one other than USM (8/4, pp. 109, 12 3- 
125; 9/12 (Ducotey), pp. 5-9; 9/12 (Schrager), pp. 218-219, 

228-229, 234-235).* Significantly, at that point, some of the 
CBS invoices in question were well over a year old (C. Exs. 11A- 
11F; 9/20, pp. 100-109; 7/31, p. 22; 8/4, p. 109). Moreover, 
prior to USM's Chapter XI petition, CBS actually had no signi¬ 
ficant contact of any kind — no less contact concerning payment 
— with USM's advertisers. Where USM was involved, all negotia¬ 
tions concerning the sale of advertising time, billing and pay¬ 
ment were solely between CBS and USM (7/31, pp. 18, 20, 60, 

82, 93-94; 8/4, pp. 142, 160, 183, 185; 9/12 (Ducotey), p. 4). 

CBS neither sent confirmations, bills nor performance affidavits 
nor any other documentation to any one other than USM (7/31, pp. 

49, 78-79, 81). It is further noteworthy that CBS totally 
failed to produce any evidence to indicate that the amounts it 
now claims as being directly owing to it from advertisers were 
ever carried on its books and records as being due from anyone 
other than USM. Actually, the record demonstrates exactly the 
contrary (7/31, pp. 10-16; 8/4, pp. 148-150). Additionally, it 
is particularly interesting that^CBS' normal audit verification 
practice.concerning its accounts receivable — employed as late 
as September 1971 — was to seek verification of liability from 

t 

only USM (8/4, pp. 149-150, 196). 

*Even then CBS pursued only ^some of the advertisers involved 
and refrained from contacting others (9/12 (Schrager), pp. 233- 
234, 238-239; Compare C. Ex. 1 to C. Dep. Exs. 24-35) . 
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CBS HAS FAILED TO DEMONSTRATE THAT 
USM WAS ACTING AS AN AGENT FOR

25. CBS, in attempting to find some support for its 
contention that USM was acting as an agent for the advertisers ' 

for whose products USM purchased advertising time, relies almost j 
exclusively upon the printed confirmations or alleged "contracts" j 
which it sent to USM after USM had negotiated a purchase (C. Exs. j 
2-6). CBS appears to rely solely on the fact that the several 
forms of confirmation regularly used by CBS stated in one way j 
or another that USM was acting as an "agent" for the advertiser j 
identified on the form. This, however, can be deemed nothing 
more than a wholly self-serving statement by CBS without any I 

legal consequence as to either USM or its clients. 

I 

26. To begin with, the CBS confirmations were prepared j 
solely by CBS (7/31, p. 46) and there is no evidence whatsoever ; 

that any advertiser or USM in any way acknowledged or agreed j 

► 

that the principal-agent designation was accurate. Indeed, 
the record shows that CBS conceded over and over again that it 
neither sought nor received any confirmation, from any source, 
that USM was an authorized "agent" for any advertiser or that it 
had authority to contract with CBS to impose direct liability 
by any such advertiser to CBS. (7/31, pp, 29-30, 36, 64-66,60-69, 

84 87, 101; 8/4, pp. 108-112, 161-162; 9/12 (Jankowski), pp. 
212-213). CBS witnesses testified as follows: 

Q. Mr. Jankowski, do you know of any attempt 
by CBS to acquire any knowledge with 
respect to the manner in which U. S. Media 
operated vis-a-vis advertising agencies 
with respect to advertisers? 

A. I do not.

27. Moreover, despite the basic claim in each of the 
alleged contract forms that USM was an agent for an "advertiser", 
the record herein demonstrates that USM rarely dealt with 
advertisers and rather dealt with advertising agencies as its 
clients (5/2, pp. 46-47; 9/20, pp. 6-8). This was known to CBS 
(7/31, pp. 35-36). CBS, in fact, relies on a document herein 
(C. Ex. D) which states in very explicit terms that USM had 
virtually no contact with tne advertisers who were allegedly 
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i 


U3M* s principals. 
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28. It is further noteworthy that despite CBS's 
attempt to create a principal-agent relationship and bind 
advertisers simply by the confirmation forms in question, 

CBS never provided for a direct signature by any advertiser 
(C. Exs. 2-6). Indeed, as noted earlier, the advertisers who 
are sought to be bound by these documents were not even provided 
with a copy of the form (7/31, pp. 80-81; 9/20, pp. 34-35). 
Moreover, as also noted earlier, neither USM nor CBS ever 
signed the forms sent to USM (Finding 17, supra ). This is 
highly significant in view of the specific proviso that the 
form was not to be a binding agreement unless and until signed 
and delivered by CBS (see C. Exs. 2 and 4).* 

29. It is also interesting that these forms, which 
are so heavily relied on by CBS, were frequently not even sent 

I 

to USM until after the purchased advertising time was actually 
playing on the air or the transaction was virtually complete 

• r 

(Finding 15, supra )**. But no matter when received, it is 
clear that USM did not consider the document to be an 
agreement in accordance with the printed terms thereof. To 


*The record is clear that when CBS really intended to bind 
an advertiser directly, it would insist upon and obtain a direct 
written commitment from the advertiser (7/31, pp. 85-87; 8/4, p. 
127) .

only the scheduling of the purchased advertising time and the 
prices to be charged to USM, none of the terms of the alleged 
"contract" forms were a reflection of any negotiation, discussion 
or agreement even between USM and CBS — no less between CBS 
and the advertiser who is now sought to be bound thereby 
(Finding 15, supra) • The lack of any real probative value to 
the CUE forms ; s graphically illustrated by the uncor.tradicted 
testimony of a former USM media director.

30. As previously set forth in Findings 24, 26 and 
28, supra , at no tine prior to USM's insolvency did CBS ever act, 
with respect to those advertisers who they now seek to bind, in 
such a manner as to indicate that it was looking to them for 
payment or was relying upon their credit in connection with 
purchases made by USM. Indeed, despite the fact that CBS's 
invoices called for payment within seven days of receipt by 
USM (C. Ex. 7) and despite the additional fact that USM was 

I « 

substantially late in making payments — usually being delinquent 

't 

90 days or more (C. Exs. 11A-11F; 9/20, pp. 100-108) — CBS still 
invariably sought payment from USM only, rather than the agency 
or the advertiser employing USM (7/31, pp. 18-'1, 69; 8/4, pp. 
147, 161; 9/12 (Ducotey), pp. 5-9; 9/20, op. 66-67). In fact, 

' i » 

CBS allowed certain USM accounts to remain unpaid for over a year 
(C. Exs. HA-l’F; 9/20, pp. 100-109; 7/31, p. 22; 8/4, p. 109) 
and still made no demand for payment from anyone other than USM 
until after USM's Chapter XT petition was filed (8/4, op. 109, 
123-125; 9/12 (Ducotey), np. 5-9; 9/12 (Schrager), pp. 218-219, 
228-229, 234-235).* Moreover, CBS never sought verification from 
the advertisers concerning the amounts due, but did seek it from 
USM as late as several weeks before USM's petition was filed 
(8/4, pp. 149-150, 196). And at no time prior to the filing 


♦Even then CBS pursued only some of the advertisers involved 
and rcl i ainou from contacting Others (9/21 (Schrager) , pp. i.33— 
214,. 238-239; Compare C. Ex. 1 to C. Dop. Exs. 24-35.)

31. The fact that CBS relied solely upon USM's credit j 
is further indicated by the showing herein, that it continually

8/4, pp. 143-146; C. Dep. Exs. 17, 37), while, in striking con¬ 
trast, making no comparable efforts with respect to any of the 
advertisers now claimed to be bound directly to CBS (7/31, pp- 
25, 91-92; 8/4, pp. 136-138, 143-144; 9/20, p. 35).

MEMORANDUM DECISION 

Honorable Max Raskin 
Circuit Judge presiding 

Involved in the controversy before the Court are the 
following as parties, principals or both: Plaintiff, the Hearst 
Corporation, operator of Television Station Channel 12, at times 
referred to as the Station, or Hearst; Defendant, Mautz Paint & 
Varnish Company, referred to as the.advertiser, or Mautz; and 
Kenneth Seitz & Associates, the advertising agency, referred to 
as the Agency or Seitz. 

The action is one in contract, plaintiff claiming that 
defendant breached the contract entered into by the Agency with 
Hearst on behalf of defendant Mautz. Hearst sues for $18,729.75, 
the unpaid arrou-t, as its damages. 

Mautz denies the existence of a contract which binds it 
to pay any money to Hearst. 

The parties in suit entered into a Stipulation of Facts. 
Together with 123 exhibits, and oral testimony taken in open court 
to supplement the Stipulation, the record is made complete. 
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Seitz began handling the advertising for Mautz in 1959. 
What was expected of Seitz in its relations to Mautz is best told 
by Henry Behnke, president of Mautz for the past three years, and 
before that its executive vice-president. 

"Q What was the relationship between Mautz 
and the Seitz Agency?. 

"A Well, the relationship v/as probably several. 

Number one, we looked to them for advice 
and counsel and criticism; comments, comparison, 
with reference to merchandising, advertising, 
sales promotion, and in general sales efforts. 

They were not just an advertising agency as, 
for example, Arthur Anderson is not just an 
auditing agency. They met with us regularly 
to discuss, comment, review statements during 
the years. 

'Secondly, the Seitz Agency acted—I suppose 
what you might call a vendor, or distributor, 
or jobber. Depending upon costs, we might, 
on occasion, for example, buy things from 
them that might be silk-screened or printed, 
like pennants and banners or window displays; 
or our advertising agency might buy it 
elsewhere because of costs. 

"And in addition, the Seitz Agency made 
recommendations as to media; newspaper, radio, 
television and would sell us space or time or 
things like that. I suppose, to summarize, 
it would be to advise and to sell." 

An analysis of the exhibits supports the conclusion 
that the Agency provided three phases of service to Mautz* 


(1) the placing of all commissionable media; (2) preparation of 
all graphic matter with primary interest in creating such material; 
and (3) marketing and promotional counsel.

For all of such services the Agency v/as paid in the 

I 

following manner; (a) normal agency commission, in most instances,

15 per cent of the gross billing by the media; (b) hourly fees

for copy art; (c) markup on outside purchases; and (d) hourly

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television advertising wich the Hearst Station. Seitz executed 
with Hearst seven contracts covering the period from February, 

1960 to February, 1965. While Mautz was not av/are of all the 
conditions and provisions of the several contracts, Mautz knew 
that Seitz was receiving as its compensation 15 per cent of 
the gross charge made by Hearst in its billings to Seitz. These 
contracts were prepared by Hearst and followed generally the 
standard contract forms used in the advertising industry as it 
relates to the television media. 

The billing practice by Hearst was again the practice 
used in the industry. It was to bill the Agency for the Mautz 
advertising. Seitz wae then to bill its client, Mautz, for the 
gross charges as billed to the Agency by Hearst. Mautz would 
pay Seitz who would in turn deduct 15 per cent as its commission 
and was then to forward to Hearst an amount equal to 85 per cent 
of the gross charges. 

The difficulty was, however, that Seitz began falling 
behind on its account with Hearst after receiving payment from 
Mautz. As of the time of the contract entered into on March 21, 
1963 by Seitz and Hearst, Seitz was in arrears in its payments to 
the extent of $5,418.75; and as of the time of the contract dated 
March 3, 1964 the arrearage increased to $6,999.75. 

Although Mautz is mentioned in each of said contracts, 
its signature is not thereon. 

Whether Hearst can recover from Mautz the amount now 
claimed, $18,729.75, depends upon; (a) If Seitz had authority, 
actual or apparent, to bind Mautz to either or both such contract;; 
and if sc then, (b) Whether Hearst is foreclosed from recovering 

said amount by either its failure to mitigate the damages, no; 
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Following March 3, 1964 few payments were remitted to 
Hearst by Seitz and the default continued to grow to the amount 
now claimed in damages by Hearst. 

When Mautz became apprised of the Seitz defalcation, it 
made payments directly to Hearst, but continued to pay 15 per cent 
of the gross to Seitz until the relationship between all of the 
parties was completely severed. 

.(a). Did Seitz have authority, actual or apparent, t o 
bind Mautz to the two contracts dated March 21, 1963 and March 3, 
1964? 

It was no secret that Seitz was the agent of Mautz in 
all advertising matters. Correspondence between the parties, 
minutes and notes of meetings held between Mautz and Seitz per¬ 
sonnel amply bear that out. Hearst, on the other hand, was 
sufficientlyErfare that Seitz was the exclusive manager of the 
Mautz advertising. Equally, Mautz kr.'-'w that Seitz was continually 1 
placing its advertising v/ith the Hearst station. 

We find that the continued relationship between Seitz 
and Mautz and Seitz and Hearst culminating in the execution of 
the 1963 and 1964 contracts led Hearst to reasonably conclude that 
Seitz had the apparent authority to bind Mautz to such contracts. 

in Harris v. Knutson 35 Wis. (2d) 567 (1967 the court 
quotes with approval from Domasek v. Kluck 113 Wis. 336 (1902): 

"Three elements are necessary to establish 
apparent agency (1) Acts by the agent or principal 
justifying belief in the agency; (2) Knowledge 
thereof by the party sought to be held...(3) Reliance 
thereon by the plaintiff, consistent v/ith ordinary 
care and prudence." 

We believe plaintiff met its burden of proof to c.stnbli*'' 
the apparent authority. 

- 4 - 
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All parties involved are sophisticated, seasoned 
business men in their respective fields. They each knew or should 
have known their respective responsibilities. Mautz over the 
years budgeted various amounts for advertising in various media, 
including television. Mautz affirmatively approved the continued 
use of the Hearst station for its television advertising in the 
Milwaukee market. It apprised all of its individual dealers 
marketing the Mautz product of that fact. 

• By virtue of the long association between Seitz and 
Mautz the latter knew or had reason to know of the custom and usage 
in the advertising industry that an advertiser need not sign its 
name to a contract to which the Agency and Station were 
signatories. 

In a breach of contract action, local custom and usage 
or individual course of dealing between two parties may be proven 
as having probative value to show intention of parties to contract 
or on what parties had right to depend in their dealing. Karp v. 
Coolview of Wisconsin, Inc. 25 Wis. (2d) 299 (1964). 

In 53 ALR (2d) 1139, it is said that the circumstances 
of each case and the agreements arrived at will determine whether 
an advertising agency is to be considered the agent of the adver¬ 
tising medium or of the advertiser. 

It has long been held in Wisconsin, Lamb y. Klaus

30 Wis. 94 (1874), that in actions upon express contracts proof of

usage is admitted on grounds that it serves to explain and acccr- ^ 
tain intent of parties upon some point as to which their contract | 


is silent. 
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Once a general custom has been established by proper 
evidence and requisite knowledge of the custom by the parties 
has been shown, the custom is to be treated as part of the under¬ 
standing of the parties. H. W. Kastor & Sons v. Grove Lab . 

58 Fed Supp. 1011 (1945). 

In Bamberger Broadcasting v. Wm, Hamilton 33 F. Supp. 
273 (’940) it was held that a contract entered into between a 

<> 

radio station and an advertising agency for the benefit of a 
named client of the agency although not signed by the client, 
made the advertiser or client a party to the contract. 

We have analyzed the case of VTashington Broadcasting 


Co. v. Goozh Gifts, 118 A. (2d) 392; 53 ALR (2d) 1136 (Col.) (1955) 
cited by Mautz in support for its position that Mautz cannot be 
bound by the Hearst-Seitz contracts. 

There a radio broadcasting company brought an action 
against an advertiser to recover for advertising services. The 
defendant advertiser had paid the amount involved to the advertising 
agency, which had acted as intermediary between plaintiff and 
defendant and which had subsequently become bankrupt. Among other 
circumstances, the advertising agency had acted under a general 
arrangement with the broadcasting company to sell radio tine, and 
was to receive a percentage of the charges from the broadcasting 
company as its commission. 

Under these circumstances, both the trial and appellate 
courts held that the plaintiff radio station failed to sustain

its burden of proof that the advertising agency was acting as the '■ 

I 

agent of the advertiser and contracted with the broadcasting compc"" 

)

in the »dvertiser's behalf. 

I 

The facts in Goozh, supra, do not parallel those in 



the instant action. Here the Agency did not sell time for l.h 
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true state of the financial affairs then existing between Hearst 
and Seitz. At the time Hearst knew of the high arrearage of 
Seitz. Mautz did not, nor did Hearst have reason to believe 
that Mautz had actual knowledge of the delinquency. 

Mautz was entitled to have Hearst exercise ordinary 
business practice and prudence, usually exercised by a person 
of ordinary intelligence and prudence under the same or similar 
circumstances. 

Before Hearst could discharge its burden of proof it 
was required to show by credible evidence to a reasonable degree 
of certainty that it had alerted Mautz of the arrearage prelimi- 
narily to signing the March 3.contract. 

The record fails to disclose any such evidence. 

At this stage of the relationship between Seitz and 
Hearst, it can hardly be said that the ethics of the advertising 
industry could stand in the way of a creditor informing a debtor 
not a signatory to a contract but sought to be held as principal 
debtor that its agent had not been forwarding the amounts due 
on the account, and that the account was hopelessly in default. 

It would have been no breach of faith on the part of Hearst 
to have taken the moment required and inform Mautz that the Seitz 
account is long overdue, and before entering into any further 
contracts obligating Mautz to alert Mautz of the true financial 
standing of the account. 

- 8 - 
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To accept the position of Hearst that it had no duty to 
Mautz in this respect when at the time it sought to hold Mautz as 
principal to the agency contract is untenable. 

The law imposes upon a party injured by another's breach 
of contract the active duty of using all ordinary care and making 
all reasonable exertions to render the injury as light as possible, 
Thurner Heat Treat ing Co. v. Merno o, Inc. 252 Wis. 16 (1947). 

Wisconsin has long held to the rule that where one claims 
damages for breach of contract and can minimize the damages, he is 
obliged to do so and he must not unnecessarily increase them. 

Muth v. Frost 68 Wis. 425 (1887): I.nkens I. & S. CO. v. Hartmann- 
Greiling 169 Wis. 350 (1319). 

The rule is repeated in more recent cases: Galvin v. 
Lovell 257 Wis. 82 (1949): Schubert v. Midwest Broadcasting Co. 

1 Wis. (2d) 497 (1957) and McDonald v. Chicago M. St. P. & P. R.R. 
Co. 38 Wis. (2d) 526 (1960). 

Thus Hearst had the duty to mitigate its damages. 

We find that Hearst failed in its duty when in spite of 
the long and high arrearage it entered into a new contract with 
the Agency on March 3, 1964 in face of the fact that as of that

time the Agency was insolvent and was indebted to Hearst on the 
Mautz account in the sum of $6,999.75. 

Entering into a contreict under such circumstances 

©

relieves Mautz of any further liability. 

i 

Whether we consider Hearst's inaction with respect to 
failing to notify Mautz as a basis for estoppel or as a reason 
for diminution of its damages is inconsequential. Enough to cay 

-9- 
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that it canno*- recover on the contract of March 3, 1964. Hearst 
is estopped from collecting any debt incurred by the Agency beyond 
the aforesaid date. 

The court, therefore, finds that plaintiff is entitled 
to judgmentfbr $6,999.75. 

Plaintiff will prepare appropriate findings of fact 
and conclusions of law, in consonance with this opinion, and 
submit same to opposing counsel, and thereafter to the Court for 
its signature.

TERMS AND CONDITIONS 
GENERAL 

1. As used herein 

(i) “Proc ra m” means everything contained in each broadcast or contemplated broadcast hereunder with the exception 
of commercial, billboard and promotional material and "supervening program material”; 

(ii) “supervening program material” means any matter of the nature set forth in subdivisions (i) through (v) of 
subparagraph (a) of paragraph 4 hereof; 

(iii) “broadcast” means broadcast, transmission and exhibition by means of such television devices, methods and 
improvements now or hereafter developed as CBS may elect; 

(iv) “Commercial” means each commercial message furnished for broadcast on behalf of Advertiser hereunder. 
Unless otherwise specified herein, each Commercial shall total thirty (30) seconds in length. Each Commercial which is 
specified herein to be sixty (60) seconds in leng'.h shall be deemed two (2) Commercials; 

(v) “CNYT” means New York time current at the time of broadcast; 

(vi) "CLAT” means Los Angeles time current at the time of broadcast; 

(vii) “delayed broadcast” means a broadcast hereunder occurring other than at the scheduled time of original 
broadcast hereunder, but not more than sixty (60) days thereafter; 

(viii) “recording” and "recordings” means any recording or recordings made (whether before, during, or after a 
broadcast transmission) by tape, wire, film, disc, or any other similar or dissimilar method of recording aural and/or 
visual portions of television programs, whether now known or hereafter developed; 

(ix) “Billboard” means a brief non-commercial aural and/or visual announcement identifying Advertiser’s sponsor¬ 
ship of the Program or Program Series and/or (in accordance with CBS’s policies) one or more of the products or 
services listed in paragaph 111 hereof; 

(x) “Special Program” means any special information, public affairs or entertainment program of whatsoever 
length; 

(xi) “news bulletin” means an oral and/or visual announcement of the occurrence of a news event made promptly 
after the same has become known to CBS; 

(xii) “news report” means an oral and/or visual announcement of the occurrence of a news event which in CBS’s 
sole judgment does not require treatment as a news bulletin but the announcement of which to the public should not 
be delayed until the next regularly scheduled CBS Television Network news program;

(ix) no testimonial which cannot be authenticated; and 

(x) no material or announcement which may, in the opinion of CBS, be injurious or prejudicial to the interests of 
the public, CBS and/or its affiliated stations, or which may be contrary to honest advertising or reputable business in 
general 

10. A waiver by either party of any of the terms and conditions of this Agreement in any instance shall not be deemed 
or construed to be a waiver of such term or condition for the future, or of any subsequent breach thereof. All remedies, 
rights, undertakings, obligations and agreements contained in this Agreement shall be cumulative, and none of them shall 
be in limitation of any other remedy, right, undertaking, obligation, or agreement of either party. 

11. Except as otherwise specifically provided herein, all notices required to be given hereunder shall be given in writing 
either by personal delivery, by mail or by telegraph at the respective addresses of the parties hereto hereinabove set forth or 
such other addresses as may be designated in writing by either party. Notice given by mail or by telegraph shall be deemed 
given on the date of mailing thereof or of delivery of the telegram to a telegraph office, charges prepaid or to be billed. 

12. This Agreement and all matters or issues collateral thereto shall be governed by the laws of the State of New Yo'k 
applicable tc contracts performed entirely therein.

21. Agency and Advertiser shall each have the right during the term of this Agreement to the extent CBS has the right

1. Definitions As used in this Agreement: 

(a) "Agency" shall mean either the advertising agency desig¬ 
nated as such hereunder for Advertiser or, if no such ad¬ 
vertising agency is so designated, Advertiser; and 

(b) ‘'Announcement" shall mean broadcast material of ap¬ 
proximately five consecutive minutes or less in duration 
tor broadcast pursuant hereto on behalf of Advertiser. 

2 . Announcements 


B. BY PREEMPTION CBS shall have the right to omit at any 
time or times all or any of the Announcements which are designated 
as being "preemptible” herein upon the notice, if any. to Agency or 
Advertiser specified herein. 

C. FOR NETWORK PROGRAM OR PROGRAM SPONSORED BY 
ADVERTISER OF COMPETITIVE PRODUCT OR SERVICE CBS Shall also 
have the right to omit at any time or times, on at least forty eight 
hours' (exclusive of Saturdays. Sundays and holidays) notice to Agency, 
all, or any of, or any portion of the Announcements if CBS broadcasts 
either (a) any network program, on any sponsored, sustaining or other 
basis, in lieu thereof in whole or in part; or (b) any program (whether 
network or local) which is wholly or partly within the fifteen-minute 
period immediately before or after any such Announcement and 
which is sponsored by an advertiser, any of whose.productsor services 
which are authorized for advertising on such program are competitive 
with any products or services of Advertiser which are authorized for 
advertising on Announcements. 

D. right OF termination If, pursuant to the provisions of 
this Paragraph 3, any such omission is scheduled to continue for 
more than two weeks with respect to Announcements, then Advertiser 
shall have the right to terminate the term hereof, with respect to such 
Announcements only, effective in any such case as of the commence¬ 
ment of such omission by notice thereof to CBS on or before the com- 
menrerrent of such omission as to any omission under Paragraph 3C. 
hereof, and, as to any omission under Paragraph -3 A. hereof, on or 
before the later of such commencement and forty-eight hours after 
CBS gives Agency notice thereof. 


. A ADVERT1 SER to furnish Except as otherwise specifically 
provided for in this Agreement, Advertiser shall furnish all elements 
material and personnel for each Announcement (all or any of said 
elements, material and personnel being herein called "Agency Ma- 
terial }. 

B. subject TO direction and control of CBS All An¬ 
nouncements broadcast pursuant hereto shall be under the sole 
direction and control of CBS, which shall have the right to refuse to 
broadcast any Agency Material or any Announcement or Announce¬ 
ments which, in the opinion of CBS: 

(a) do not maintain a quality creditable fo CBS or do not con- 
. form to the Regulations hereinafter set forth or to its gen¬ 
eral Programming policies applicable to Station; or 

(b) may violate any rights of any person, firm or corporation; 
or which any person, firm or corporation claims to violate 
any such rights. 

. C. delivery by advertiser At least forty-eight hours (ex¬ 
clusive of Saturdays, Sundays and holidays) prior to the scheduled 
time of broadcast of each Announcement, Advertiser shall deliver to 
CBS at Station all Agency Material therefor (other than personnel) 
together with a list of the names of all creative and artistic personnel 
used or to be used on or in connection therewith and a list of the titles 
of all musical compositions to be used in such Announcement and of 
the names of the authors, composers and publishers of such com¬ 
positions. 

,P- NON-DELIVERY BY ADVERTISER OR NON-APPROVAL BY CBS 

If Advertiser does net furnish required Agency Material, or any part 
thereof, or any list as provided for herein, or if any of the same or of 
any Announcement is at any time not approved by CBS, then CBS 
shall have no obligation hereunder with respect to the Announcement 
involved but Advertiser shall be and remain obligated to make pay¬ 
ments in connection therewith. 

- - „ NON-APPEARANCE BY PERSONNEL TO BE FURNISHED BY 

CBS if CBS is obligated to furnish any personnel 'or the broadcast of 
any Announcement and any such personnel fails to appear or other¬ 
wise defaults through no fault of CBS, CBS shall have the right to 
furnish substitute personnel therefor but at no increase in the pay¬ 
ments due therefor from Advertiser. 

f. RIGHTS in BROADCAST material Agency and Advertiser 
shall respectively retain such rights as they may have in and to Agency 
Materia and CBS shall retain such rights as it may have in and to all 
materials furnished by it for or in connection with any Announcement. 

G. COST FOR DELIVERY, RETURN AND LOSS OF AGENCY 

material Advertiser shall prepay all costs for the delivery to CBS of 
Agency Material; and, within a reasonable time after the broadcast 
thereof, CBo shall return tc Agency at its address hereunder any 
Agency Material which Advertiser or Agency requests be returned. In 
no event shall CBS be liable for any loss of or damage to any Agency 
Materia, except for such loss or damage as is caused by its negligence. 

3. Omission of Broadcasts 

A BY REASON OF FORCE MA.IEURE AND FOR SPECIAL AN. 
NOUNCEMENT OR PROGRAM OF PUBLIC IMPORTANCE CBS Shall have 
the right to omit at any time or times, without notice to Agency or 
Advertiser (although CBS will endeavor to give Agency reaso. ab’e 
notice thereof), all, or any of, or any portion of the Announcements if 
such omission is due to any strike or to any cause whatsoever beyond 
the reasonable control ot CBS or if CBS broadcasts in lieu of suen 
omutted Announcement, in whole or in part, any special announce¬ 
ment or program of public importance (including but not limited to 
any political or sports broadcast) on any sporsetfd, sustaining or 
other basis. 


E. RIGHT TO OMIT ANNOUNCEMENT FOR POLITICAL 
announcement Moreover, in connection with the right of CBS un¬ 
der this Paragraph 3 to omit Announcements if CBS broadcasts in lieu 
thereof in whole or in part any paid political announcement, CBS shall 
endeavor not to exercise said right so as to omit with respect to any 
one time period hereunder more than one Announcement therein 
during any one political campaign. 

F. EFFECT UPON CHARGES FOR OMITTED BROADCASTS; NO 
breach If any Announcement is omitted in whole or in part in keep¬ 
ing with the provisions of this Paragraph 3 and such omission is not 
due to Agency or Advertiser, then there shall be a proration, propor¬ 
tionate to the duration of that part which is not so omitted of such 
Announcement, of the charge otherwise due on account of such An¬ 
nouncement. No such omission shall affect any rate to which Adver¬ 
tiser would otherwise have been entitled or constitute a breach of this 
Agreement. 

4. Termination 

The term of this Agreement shall commence upon the Com¬

page nereof. Advertiser or Agency, on the one hand, and CBS, on the 
other, shall have the right, upon notice to the other, at any time or 
times to terminate the term of this Agreement with respect to any or 
all Announcements to be bmaccast hereunder; provided, however, 
that with respect to those not ces : gnated herein as "Sponsorship" or 
"Segment" Announcements, no such termination shall be effective 
until the later of (A) the exc retion of twenty-uight days after the

I attended the Monday, December 27 meeting of the informal creditors' 
centalttee at the offices of Lennen & Newell, 380 Madison Avenue. Also 
in attendance were CBS representatives Lou Werle, Alan Pabst, Marvin 
Schrager and Alan Shaklan (LAW). 

The following developments were discussed: 

1. All of the capital stock of an L & N United Kingdom sub¬ 
sidiary, lennen & Newell Gee Ltd., was sold to John 
McCormick for a total consideration of $125,000. The 
sale was due to close on 12 / 28 / 71 . 

2. All of the cash, accounts receivable, investment deposits, 
work in progress, fixed assets and all lease rights of 

L & N Pacific Inc. - a wholly-owned subsidiary of L & N - 
were sold to the firm of Richardson, Siegal, Raus and 
McCoy, subject to all liabilities incurred by L & N Pacific 
after 12/1/71. However, the purchaser is not liable for 
a loan made by L & N to its subsidiary in the amount of 
$893,320. The total purchase price of $800,000 is to be 
paid as follows: 

$ 300,000 at closing (already paid) 

300,000 on January 7, 1972 

200,000 on February 6 , 1972

3. The disposal of the Oklahoma subsidiary has not yet been 
finalized. 

4. In a presentation by Bill Lyddsn, President a.id Chief 
Executive officer of the agency, he expressed optimism 
that an past due indebtedness could be discharged with¬ 
in three years. Mr. Iyddan announced the impending 
formation of an "Operations Board"; also announced was 
the sale, by Mr. Toigo (former L & N chairmpn), of 75$ 
of his stock holdings in L & N to key employees. 

5. The agency claims no defection of advertisers has 
occurred since publication of its financial woes, and 
even cited the acquisition of a $2.5 Million account 
from Jackson Brewing Co. of New Orleans. 

6 . Personnel "cuts" already effected will reduce operating 
expenses by an estimated $1 Million annually. 

7. The precise amount of past due indebtedness will not be 
known until next month. It has been estimated, however, 
that an aggregate of between $5-$5*5 Million of debts 
incurred prior to November 1, 1971 remain unpaid. 

8 . November bills will be paid at the end of December and 
it has been proposed that, beginning in February, 1972, 
all profits will go into an escrow fund out of which 
quarterly payments will be made against past due debts 
on the basis of an as yet unspecified formula. 

9. A balance sheet, audited by the C.P.A. firm of Burnham & 
Co.,will be available by the next creditors' meeting, 
scheduled for the middle of January. It will be recalled 
that at each of the last three meetings financial figures 
were also premised.

11. Gil Meuller, Controller of L & N, said that November receipts 
of $30CM would be paid to creditors in January ($150M) and 
February ($15CM). A total of $1.7 Million of the total past 
due amount will have been paid by the end of 1972, according 
to the agency projections; a further $1.2 Million and $600M 
will be paid in each of 1973 and 1974.

I was present at the Thursday, January 27, 1972 informal creditors' 

canmittee meeting at the offices of Lennen & Newell, 380 Madison 

Avenue. 

The following developments were discussed: 

1. In view of the vast creditor body, Harris Levin of the law firm 
of Levin & Weintraub (special counsel to L&N) felt that an out of 
court settlement would be impossible to accomplish. The only 
alternate remaining, then, was the filing of a petition for an 
arrangement under Chapter XI of the bankruptcy laws. 

2. The agency has proposed a plan, the terms of which would provide 
for a 50% payout over a three-year period. Under the plan, 
creditors would be segregated into the following three ( 3 ) 
general classes: 

A. Those creditors - numbering 1,300 - whose claims did not 
exceed $ 250 . Upon confirmation of such claims, these 
creditors would receive an immediate 50$ cash settlement. 

B. Those creditors whose claims exceeded $250 would be repaid 
50 % in quarterly installments over a 3-l/k year period. 

C. Those creditors who had extended credit after November 1, 1071 
would be provided with a 100 % cash settlement upon confirmation 
of claims, payment for billings recorded prior to November 1, 
1971 for which certain advertisers had withheld payment ("frozen" 
accounts amounting to $ 700 , 000 ) would be paid directly to the 
medir by the advertisers. It has not been determined at this 
point how much of these monies are owed to CBS. 

3. The foregoing nlar. was approved on the third vote (Lou Wcrle 

abstained), subject to the conditions that.; ' 

A. Acceptance of the plan would not constitute a waiver of 
mod.-a rip .ts agPrrw the ’uivertisers (thi a clnuie ’.311 
be inserted in the plan under the Chapter XI P’-oceeaings). 
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B. Machinery for direct payment and/or trust accounts he set 
up whereby Lennen & Newell would no longer have access to 
media fees, normally paid to the agency by advertisers. 

C. Lennen & Newell obtain irrevocable written contracts with 
all of its remaining clients, stipulating that they will 
not withdraw their accounts from the agency for a minimum 
of six months (a meeting has been scheduled for Tuesday, 

February 1 with the creditors). Further, that LMf extract 
from its key personnel i pledge to remain with the agency 
for at least one year. 

The filing of a petition for arrangement would require that all 
the proceeding conditions were met. It is patently unlikely that 
the agency's clients will respond in the affirmative tc a plan 
which would irrevocably commit them for any period in excess of 
their normal three-month contract. As it now stands, we were 
informed by Bill Iyddan, Chief Executive of Lennen & Newell, 
that two accounts - Ford Dealers of Newark and Beechnut - were 
considered suspect in their loyalty to the agency. There also 
remains the problem of maintaining the morale of L&N's key 
account personnel. 

4. Were the agency to prevail and prove successful in exacting the 
aforementioned "guarantees", a petition would be filed under 
Chapter XI. Under the provisions of this statute, future 
creditors would have an "administration claim" (i.e., creditors 
extending credit subsequent to the date of filing would be pro¬ 
tected in respect of the payment of current debts). 

5* L°u Werle, CBS representative on the informal creditors' committee, 
expressed his intention of disassociating himself frer. any further 
committee affiliation; Dick Rayburn and John Murrary, the respective 
NBC and ABC representatives, similarly elected not to serve. Each 
was of the opinion that further identification with the committee 
might be construed as an endorsement of the proposed plan, and 
might therefore prejudice their legal rights against the advertisers.

On February 14, 1972 a meeting of thi Lennen & Newell Creditor's 
Committee took place at the offices of Lennen & Newell. Follow¬ 
ing is a brief summary of said meeting. 

Hie attorney for Lennen & Newell proposed a new plan of arrange¬ 
ment whereby creditors would receive 25 cents on each dollar, 
to be paid out over a period of five years.' One-half of the 
pay-out would occur during the first year. Additionally, to 
the extent that net profits exceed current expectations during 
the pay-out period, one-half of such net profits would be paid 
out to the creditors. The Creditor's Committee rejected the 
plan And authorized the attorney for the Creditor's Committee, 
Leonard Schwartz, Esq., to oppose said plan before the Referee 
in Bankruptcy at the next court hearing, set for February 22, 
1972. The authority given to Mr. Schwartz included taking all 
steps necessary to expedite a liquidation of Lennen & Newell 
in a straight bankruptcy proceeding. Subsequent to the vote 
of the Creditor's Committee, the attorney for Lennen & Newell 
indicated that a public corporation has shown Interest in 
• acquiring Lennen & Newell. Hie consideration for such acquisi¬ 
tion would be stock in said corporation given to the creditors. 
Lennen & Newell's attorney refused to provide further information 
concerning the acquisition. Hie Creditor's Committee then 
authorized Mr. Schwartz to obtain further details regarding 
the acquisition, and if sufficient information was provided 
prior to the court hearing on February 22, 1972, to adjourn the 
hearing to a later date.
